The Duca degli Abruzzi and other officials 
opened the Ninth International Exhibitior 
of Painting and Sculpture in the Giardini 
Pubblici, Venice, April 23. It is the most 
important art show ever held in Italy. The 
exhibition is usually held from April to 
October in odd years. The last was held 
in 1909 and the next would not naturally 
occur until 1911. Several months ago, how 
ever, it was decided to hold the exhibition 
this spring and summer, in order to avoid 
clashing with the Fine Arts Exhibition next 
year in Rome. Among the Italians exhib 
iting are Filippo Carcano, Vittorio Grude 
ney, il Piatti, Leonardo Bazzaro, and 
il Mortelli.
